James Bay Bridge, and Public Works 
Within Uie City. 

It is to be hoped that somo stepB 
•will be takon to repair the two bridges 
npon the Esquimalt road as well as 
the James Bay Bridgo; all are in great 
■want of repair. Porhnps tho last 
mentioned is the moBt unsafo, in faot 
■we have hoard it stated by profession- 
al men, that it is so iar unsound that 
ts own woight may bring it down any 
day, whilst those on the Esquimalt 
road oould not be expeetod to with- 
stand such a concusBiou as might bo 
cauned by a scow or heavily laden 
barge drifting agaiuso tho piles. Tho 
Town Couuoil have roquostod tho 
Mayor to communicate with the Col- 
onial Secrotary respecting the present 
condition of Jaraos Bay Bridgo, and 
wo Bincoroly hopo that eomothing bo- 
yond red tape will arise out of tho 
communication. If tho Government 
are prepared to fiud §1000, providod 
thftJSoaOQSaiitf VBi ''" r 1 wbarnyar may 
bo nocossary beyond that sum, to put 
this bridgo into thorough repair, there 
ought to bo no difficulty about the 
matter, and there oan be no valid roa« 
Bon oxisting for putting off tho com*, 
mencomont of tho work any longor. 
No doubt the civil autaurib'roa will bo 
desirous to havo tho work carried on 
undo' their own supervision., but if 
they have no City Surveyor, Buoh 
amateur inspection of works as could 
bo afforded by tho Street Committeo, 
nided by tho Mayor, and possibly the 
Finance Committee, would not bo par- 
ticularly satisfactory. There havo 
^een. instances of drains cotiBtructod 
by Town Councils, under the super- 
vision of City Surveyors, not carrying 
off tho water from the localities intend- 
ed to bo drained; and it would be 
awkward if a bridgo should feu in 
carrying passengers, safely across it if 
rebni^t^-or'-'ropaired under Bimilar 
-mfspioos. Wo would far rathor soo 
some one individual responsible for 
the work being properly dono, and no 
doubt that individual ought to be the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works j lot tho Mayor and Corpora- 
tion ; by all means oxorciso a proper 
Control over tho city purso, but so 
long as there is a staff kept up in tho 
Land Office, who aro paid very largo- 
lyiu proportion to tho work done, wo 
cannot, eeo why, if thore is nothing 
olse that they can do, they should not 
,be temporarily employed on tho 
bridges adjacent to tho Capital and 
public offices. Indeed it is not 
impcssiblo that somo co-oporaton 
botweon the Government and Corpor- 
ation, in works of public necessity 
within tho city, rnierht be productive 
of good. All tho town sites in the Col- 
ony havo been originally laid out by 
the Land Offico ; whether or not with 
a viow to any system of drainage wo 
cannot Bay, but we must assumo that 
this most important consideration 
cannot havo bcon ontirely overlooked. 
It is high time that proper measures 
should bo taken to havo tho City of 
Victoria proporly drained. An- 
'f^hnr matto* of growing importance 
to owners ot town lots, is the proper 
settlement of boundarios ; If a private 
individual wishes to build upon his lot 
on Kane street, Vancouver street, or 
in any other locality whoro the ndjaw 
oont lotB aro not enclosed, ho in tho 
finst.placo, applies to such surveyor as 
ho thinks propor to employ, who fixes 
tho boundaries for him, and no sooner 
has tho owner pat up his fence than ho 
'is immediately warnod that ho is oir 
the lino j iu oonsternation ho calls in a 
second surveyor, whoso limits diffor 
perhaps by inohos, or in some in- 
Btanoos by foot, from tho first ; in des- 
pair ho calls in a third professional, 
'and eithor endeavours to striko a 
mean, or adopts'tho opinion of tho 
surveyor ho considers most accurate, 
or takes tho boundaries moat favor- 
able to himsolf and onclosos his lot 
with a brick wall, confidont that no 
jury will require him to move a per- 
manent improvement, evon if it may 
cbanco to be a littlo off tho lino. This 
Booms of no groat oonsoquonoe now 
when a few iuchos moro or loss of 
fronlagois not of material connoquonco. 
but when tho valuo of city land is 
increased to such an extent as to make 
tho inohos worth fighting for, it will 
bo too lato to commence settling the 
boundaries. Tho Corporation would 
do well to look to this matter in time; 
whether or not there is anyono in tho 
Land Offico ooaipetont to mark off 
every strootand ovory lot in tho oity, 
we cannot s»y; doubtless thore are 
men in tho town fully oompotont to 



do so. and if tha Council in conjunc 
tion with tho Land Offico would om- 
ploy whoever is tho mo?.* competent 
for this work at a modorato salary, 
the money would be well spont. A 
scalo of fees might' be adopted, 
to bo payablo by all privato in- 
dividuals puttingup buildings or fences 
within tho city, for , a oortificato of 
boundaries, without whioh not a post 
should bo allowod to bo put into the 
ground ; those foes in stirring timos 
would go a long way Howards paying 
iho salary ot tho surveyor. A bound- 
ary commission to consist of a mom* 
ber of the Land Offico with two i or 
three surveyors practising their pre 
fession within the city, might also be 
appointod with groat advantage to 
tho publin, who should have powor to 
settle all disputed points, and so save 
endless disputes and actions at law 
horcafter. J '

simply reiterating wha^Lis 'ii-i.'ctLJy been so 
ably done in that periodioal. f shall there- 
fore pixriH to other subjects. The editor of the 
Farmer's Library in ihe New York edition 
of Stephens' Book on ihe Farm, makes this 
reir.ar-b.v'.lj observation in ono of his HOtdo iu 
■rhich I h!!y ecr.ssr : 'With no degree of 
exaggeration it has been said that England's 
national power baa its root in the turnips.' 
I believe in mangel wurzal, I lovo rutabaga, 
I hold last by the yellow turnip. In thorn I 
see fat cattle through 'dread winter,' in them 
I seo the 'roaBt beef of Old England' reigning 
supreme at our Christmus dinnors, in them 
I see the beef that won our battles, 
that gave broadside for .-bfoadside till 
victory was BaHf3jt> our flogstafTs, that 
builds — ^up the powerful frame of the 
Anglo Saxon race. But all this cheer, 
all this glory, does not deaden within me the 
remembrance of the golden and pnrplo grape, 
its sparkling wines that rejoioo tha heart of 
man,' nor the large profits to be realized in 
its culture, manufacture and trade. 

TrtE CULTURE OF THE GRAPH. 

I have a vision of tho wild and weird 
benches of onr two great rivers relievod by 
the graceful foligo of the vine and the pur* 
pie clusters of the grape, alternating with 
the richor ' bottoms ' and their golden bar- 
vests of grain, and resulting in tho tankard 
of rich, mellow wine, as familiar in the 
household as I hope to seo the bowl of home 
browed ale. What a boon to tho country I 
How many would it not reconcile to it as a 
home? Nor oan I admit that thia glowing 
picture should class me as a mere visionary, 
lor it is grounded on possible facts. It is 
well known that where the tomato and me- 
lon grow to perfection, ai they do in the val- 
leys of the Thompson and Fraser, there need 
be no fear for tho vine as it is a far harrlior 
plant. The pursuit is at once so attractive, 
the remuneration so grout that I wonder at 
some of our French and Italian fellow col- 
onists not having bethought themselves ol 
this promising investment, I know howevor 
one exception, a Provencal, who had his sno- 
c.ssinthe minos realized hia hopoB, would 
havo gladly engaged in this enterprise, see- 
ing no hinderance to its complete succesB, 
neither in the quality of tho soil nor in tho 
nature of tho climate. There are number- 
less benches along our great rivers utterly 
worthless for gruin crops through want of 
water.'whioh wuid grow the vine i"fd ~ponec~' 
tion, ur.it would thus be added as a eource ol 
wealth to tho Colony. Tho great mistake is 
iu supposing that tho vine requires rioh soili 
The moro barren and rocky it is, provided 
the rools are well mnonred, the richer and 
sweeter the grape from tho increased con- 
centration of dry heat, as is the caso on tho 
volcanic ledges of mount Vesuvius. The 
winters are by no means ao severe upon the 
vinoyard as one would at firBt suppose, 
especially if sheltered from the north wind. 
Tho vino grows to perfection on tha moun- 
tain slopes of the Alps, whoro tha cold, if 
anything, is mere intonse than in this couno 
try, and along tho Rhine whero the clima'O 
much resembles that of '.he Lower Fraser, I 
can Bee no reason why wo should not 
grow our equivalent of the ' Rhine wine,' 
'Falernian,' ' Lacryuia Christi,' and the 
' Golden wine of the Lebanon,' if only the 
spots be carefully oho>»en for the planting, 
rnd the proper amount of skill socured for 
i 13 cultivation. Neither is the time to 
wait for a return — three years, very long, 
whioh wo think nothing for an orohard. 
Planted at a proper depth — threo foot, and 
skilfully prunod, and perhaps tho stems 
sheltered in witter with wraps of ctraw, 
there need be no fear aa to the result— a 
good vintuge. Thon look at tho largo Bum 
that yearly finds its way to San Franoisco 
r to cush our wine bill, good part of whioh in 
that event would go to swell the income of 
our own people. The advantBgos which 
would accrue to us from tho culluro of the 
vine are so many and so selfevideut, that it 
Is enough to suggoit this industry for these 
'.o present themselves vividly to iub nriid. 
It would bo interesting and much to the pur- 
poso could wo havo some statistic: from tho 
greet wine-growers in California and Aae« 
tralia.
